Proposed  Changes  In  Draft 
Meet  Tentative  Senate  O.K. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-The 
Senate  has  responded  favorably  to 
President  Nixon’s  lottery-based 
draft  reform  plan,  but  the  two  top 
Democratic  leaders  are  split  on 
the  issue. 

Majority  Leader  Mike  Mansfield 
says  the  Nixon  plan  is  “a  step  in  a 
direction  that  will  satisfy  some 
members,”  but  he  will  vote 
against  it  because  it  doesn’t  cure 
enough  inequities  in  the  draft. 

Democratic  Whip  Edward  M. 
Kennedy,  however,  praised  the 
President’s  proposals,  saying  they 
“embody  the  reforms  we  most 
urgently  need.” 

And  a Republican  critic  of  the 
Vietnam  War,  Sen.  Mark  O. 
Hatfield  of  Oregon,  saw  the  Nixon 
message,  issued  Tuesday,  as  a sign 
the  GOP  administration  is  not 
nearing  a solution  to  the  war. 

“It  discourages  me  about  what 
we  can  expert  from  their  war 
policy,”  Hatfield  said  in  an 
interview,  but  he  acknowledged 
he  would  probably  find  few  allies 
in  opposing  the  Nixon  draft 
program. 

SUPPORT 

While  there  was  ample  evidence 
of  support  for  the  reform 
proposals  in  the  Senate,  the  plan 
could  face  a stiffer  test  in  the 
House  where  a ban  on  lottery 
selection  was  written  into  the 


draft  law  extension  two  years  ago. 

Rep.  L.  Mendel  Rivers,  D-S.C., 
chairman  of  the  House  Armed 
Service  Committee,  said  Tuesday: 
“I  have  no  strong  feelings  either 
for  or  against  the  lottery  concept. 

“Therefore  if  the  administration 
can  show  the  Committee  on 
Armed  Service  how  such  a change 
will  provide  more  equity  in  the 
selection  process  without 
offsetting  disabilities,  I certainly 
would  have  no  objection  to  his 
proposed  legislative  change  in  the 
draft  law.” 

LOTTERY  TRIAL 

Sen.  John  Stennis,  D— Miss., 
chairman  of  the  Senate  Armed 
Services  Committee,  ssaid  he 
would  consider  adoption  of  the 
lottery  plan  on  a trial  basis,  with 
no  commitment  to  make  it 
permanent. 

Secretary  of  Defense  Melvin  R, 
Laird  said  he  cleared  the  Nixon 
draft  proposal  in  advance  with 
Stennis  and  another  key 
Democrat,  Sen.  Richard  B.  Russell 
of  Georgia,  former  Armed 
Services  Committee  chairman  who 
now  heads  the  Appropriations 
Committee. 

Laird  said  the  administration 
hopes  to  see  the  Nixon  proposal 
tested  first  in  the  Senate,  then  in 
the  more  troublesome  House. 

Mansfield,  in  announcing  his 
opposition,  said  the  draft  system 


has  too  many  inequities,  too 
many  deferments. 

But  Mansfield,  too,  said  to 
Nixon  proposal  would  prove 
attractive  to  his  colleagues. 

“This,  I think,  is  a step  in  a 
direction  which  will  satisfy  some 
members,”  he  said. 

What  Nixon  asked  was  that 
Congress  return  to  him  authority 
to  modify  callup  procedures.  He 
said  if  he  gets  it  he  will: 

YOUNGEST  FIRST 

— Have  the  youngest  eligible 
men  called  first,  and  reduce  the 
period  of  prime  draft  vulnerability 
to  one  year,  normally  beginning 
when  a man  is  19. 

—Switch  to  a lottery,  based  on 
the  scramUing  of  birth  dates. 
Rivers  said  this  change  is  the  only 
one  not  now  within  Nixon’s 
power. 

—Continue  student  deferments 
for  undergraduates,  with  the  year 
of  maximum  liability  to  come 
when  the  deferment  expires. 

“There  is  no  reason  what  to 
delay  approval  of  the  President’s 
recommendations  and  perhaps  to 
work  other  needed  changes  in  the 
draft  laws  at  the  same  time,” 
Kennedy  said. 

The  Senate’s  No.  2 . Democrat 
said  he  had  in  mind  such  reforms 
as  the  establishment  of  national 
draft  standards  and  an  overhaul  of 
deferment  guidelines. 


Ocean 

Challenge 

Sounded 

WASHINGTON  (AP)-Vice 
President  Spiro  T. 
Agnew— honoring  four  American 
aquanauts  as  “pioneers  who  have 
penetrated  our  planet’s  last 
frontier”— today  reaffirmed  the 
U.S.  call  for  a cooperative, 
multination  exploration  of  the 
world’s  oceans. 

The  proposal  was  first  made  in 
March,  1968,  by  President 
Lyndon  B.  Johnson  who  called 
specifically  for  an  unprecedented 
“International  Decade  of  Ocean 
Exploration.” 

Today,  in  remards  that  clearly 
put  the  Nixon  administration  on 
record  as  also  favoring  American 
initiative  in  such  a venture,  Agnew 
declared: 

“The  drive  to  extend  man’s 
underwater  capabilities  is  not 
confined  to  the  United  States.  A 
number  of  other  countries  are 
moving  into  the  ocean  deeps,  and 
we  have  recently  initiated 
cooperative  agreements  with 
Japan  and  France  in  development 
of  underwater  technology,  I invite 
other  countries  to  join  with  us  in 
this  challenging  ventme  that  can 
benefit  all  nations.” 

The  vice  president,  who  is 
chairman  of  the  National  Council 
on  Marine  Resources  and 
Development,  made  the 
comments  in  presenting  awards  to 
the  four  “Tektite”  aquanauts  who 
recently  completed  a two-month 
stay  on  the  ocean  floor  in  a 
special  undersea  habitat  lying  in 
50  feet  of  water  off  the  Virgin 
Islands. 

Richard  Waller,  34,  of  Oxon 
Hill,  Md.,  the  team’s  leader,  was 
presented  the  Navy’s  distinguished 
Public  Service  Award.

STOP  FOR  FLAG? 


Editor: 

Wednesday’s  UNIVERSE  ran  a 
letter  objecting  to  vehicles  moving 
in  the  parking  lot  while  pedestrians 
stand  at  attention  during  the  flag 
ceremony.  The  objection,  of 
course,  is  sound.  But  the  final 
paragraph  of  this  same  letter  urges, 
not  only  that  drivers  stop  and  sit  at 
attention  (whatever  posture  that 
might  be),  but  that  this  policy 
“should  be  enforced  in  the  parking 
areas.”  As  a safety  precaution  this 
policy  might  be  worth  considering. 
But  let  us  hope  the  writer  of  the 
letter  was  not  suggesting  that 
respect  for  the  flag  should  be 
“enforced.”  The  contradiction  in 
the  suggestion  of  “enforced” 
patriotism  is  not  even  amusing. 

If  the  safety  of  the  pedestrians  is 
at  stake,  may  1 suggest  another 
solution.  Yesterday,  while  I was 
standing  at  attention  in  the  parking 
lot,  listening  to.  the  strains  of  The 
Star-Spangled  Banner,  one  line  of 
this  glorious  anthem  transformed 
itself  in  my  mind : instead  of  “Then 
conquer  we  must”  the  words 
“Then  concur  we  must”  slipped 
frivolously  into  place.  I chuckled, 
but  then  noted,  with  some  alarm, 
that  the  significance,  to  me,  of  this 
daily  ritual  was  diminishing.  The 
National  Anthem  and  Old  Glory, 
instead  of  calling  up  a warm  glow, 
were  perhaps  becomir^  common. 

As  I approached  my  office,  I met 
a friend,  to  whom  I confessed  my 
trivial  thought.  He  also  chuckled. 
We  began  discussing  the  twice-daily 
flag-raising  ritual,  complete  with  its 
rendition  of  The  Star-Spangled 
Banner,  when  to  our  horror,  he 
accidentally  referred  to  the 
Star-Spangled  Bannister.  As  I was 
leaving,  he  called  after  me,  “Say, 
what  do  we  call  the  priesthood?” 
Wondering  at  this  incongruity,  I 
replied,  “You  mean  Melchizidek?” 
His  next  comment  seems  worth 
considering:  “Sure,  and  why?  To 
avoid  the  too  frequent  repetition 
of  the  name  of  Deity.  Even  military 
posts  play  The  Star-Spangled 
Banner  only  once  a week.”  I’m  still 
wondering,  are  we  robbing  an 
important  patriotic  symbol  of  its 
significance  by  too  frequent 
repetition?

Tickets  for  cave  tours  will  be 
available  from  8 a.m.  until  3 p.m. 
Beginning  June  1,  ticket  sales  will 
be  from  8 a.m.  until  4 p.m.  The 
visitor  center  will  be  open  from  8 
a.m.  until  6 p.m.  in  May  and  from 
8 a.m.  until  9 p.m.  during  summer 
months. 

Cave  tours  will  be  conducted  by 
seasonal  park  guides.  Additional 
seasonal  and  temporary  personnel 
have  been  hired  to  operate  the 
area  on  a full  seven-4ay  week 
schedule. 

The  visitor  center  is  located  in 
American  Fork  Canyon,  on  Utah 
State  Route  80.  The  caves  are 
reached  by  hiking  over  IVi  miles 
of  paved  trail  that  rises  nearly 
1,100  feet.  The  round  trip 
requires  about  three  hours.  " 

Visitors  are  urged  to  wear 
comfortable  walking  shoes  and 
bring  a coat  or  sweater  for  the  trip 
through  the  caves.

BYU’s  finest  soccer  season  will 
close  Saturday  at  2 p.m.  on  Haws 
Field  when  the  Cougars  host  the 
Incas,  a powerful  Salt  Lake  City 
club. 

Today’s  game  with  Utah  has 
been  cancelled  by  the  Utes. 

It  is  fitting  that  the  Cats  should 
end  their  season  against  the  Incas, 
in  view  of  BYU’s  15-1-1  record. 

Two  years  ago,  the  Incas  won 
the  Utah  League  championship 
and  were  undefeated  for  the 
year— until  the  final  game  in 
Provo.  BYU,  then  in  that  league 
and  with  a losing  record  in  league 
play,  put  out  its  best  effort  of  the 
year  and  earned  a 5-2  win. 

The  Incas  have  not  won  in 
Provo  since  October,  1966,  early 
in  their  most  recent  championship 
year.  In  addition  to  the  May, 
1967  upset,  the  Cougars  beat 
them  in  April,  1968. 

By  the  same  token,  the  Incas 
hold  the  edge  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Several  BYU  players  will  be 
making  their  final  appearances,  at 
least  for  a while. 

Leading  scorer  Steve  Camargo  is 
planning  a mission  before  next 
season,  as  is  winger  Steve  Yeager.
